Ambassador Neves da Fontoura Sees Economic Hope 


Latin American countries hope a genuine pro- 
gram of economic cooperation for this continent 
will be worked out at the coming Buenos Aires 
Economic Conference, Ambassador Joao Neves da 
Fontoura, chief Brazilian delegate to the recently 
concluded Bogota Conference, declared in state- 
ments published in Brazil after his return from 
Bogota. 

Groundwork Laid 

The Conference at Bogota, he said, laid the ground- 
work for the Buenos Aires Conference, scheduled for 
September, besides other achievements in a less speci- 
fically economic field.

He declared that “the difficulty in reaching a har- 
monious achievement, inevitably involving transac- 
tions and mutual concessions, can be understood 
simply from the basic inequality of the economies 
of the 21 republics” represented. 

Convocation of a specifically economic conference 
at Buenos Aires, Ambassador da Fontoura revealed, 
was a Brazilian suggestion. 

He said that the Buenos Aires meeting would 
concretely “consider the present needs of each 
country and the most efficient way of meeting 
them” in its follow-up to the Bogota talks.

ITY OF ILLINOIgReveals Talks on E.R.P. 


“The Buenos Aires Conference, in all truth, repre- 
sents the great hope of all our countries, face to face 
with so many problems of an economic nature.” 

Ambassador da Fontoura also disclosed that 
even at Bogota, which was basically a conference 
on form and policy, the delegations discussed “‘the 
repercussions of the plan for European recovery 
on our economies.” 

He said that these discussions had been aimed at 
“safeguarding Latin America from the possibly harm- 
ful effects on our economies of the Marshall Plan.” 

Brazilian industry, he revealed, along with industry 
in other Latin American countries, can now be ex- 
pected to participate in supplying goods to Europe 
under the E.R.P. as a result of understandings reached 
at Bogota. 

Brazil Prominent 

Ambassador da Fontoura pointed out in his report 
that the Brazilian delegation had taken prominent 
part in the work at Bogota, including the resolution 
condemning economic as well as political pressure by 
one state against another. 

He predicted that as a result of the Bogota Con- 
ference and the coming meeting in Buenos Aires, 
together with complementary bi-lateral agree- 
ments, Brazil will have “new possibilities for eco- 
nomic advancement.” 
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@ LUMBER FROM SOUTH BRAZIL SEEN SUPPLYING EUROPE UNDER E.R.P. 


Brazil's southern states could export about two mil- 
lion cubic meters of lumber to Europe and other mar- 
kets this vear if transportation and marketing condi- 
tions improve, according to figures revealed at the 
recent World Forestry Conference in Terezopolis, 
Brazil. 

These exports would consist of 1,546,000 cubic 
meters of sawed pine, 210,000 of treated lumber, and 
100,000 of pine plywoods, plus 280,000 cubic meters 
of hardwoods. 

Could Meet E.R.P. Need 

The figures were cited especially in reference to the 
possibility of supplying lumber from south Brazil to 
meet part of Europe’s imports under the European Re- 
covery Plan. 

Southern operators stated at the conference that 
they could also supply some 10,000 prefabricated 
houses, built of Parana pine, by December, 1948, and 


as many as 50,000 for 1949. Such dwellings, it was 
said, would be vital for Europe’s housing problem. 

Lumber output in southern Brazil has been at only 
25 to 50 percent of its potential as a result of lack 
of railway facilities for moving out sawmill production. 
1947 output was 1,626,000 cubic meters of pine and 
1,370,000 of hardwood. 


Output Is Limited 


Present production is destined exclusively to do- 
mestic consumption and established export require- 
ments, but both of these markets could take consider- 
ably more, according to estimates made at the Terezo- 
polis meeting. 

Failure to build up transportation from the southern 
states has made the biggest present outlet for lumber 
production there the neighboring countries of Uruguay 
and Argentina, it was declared. 


@ BRAZIL'S 1947 EXPORTS OF HIDES AND SKINS DOUBLE IN TONNAGE 


Brazil’s exports of hides and skins in 1947 
doubled in tonnage over 1946 and nearly doubled 
in value. A total of 75,228 tons were sent abroad, 
worth 1,002,697,000 cruzeiros. 

Most of this amount was in raw skins, with a decline 
both in tonnage and value in 1947 of Brazilian exports 
in processed skins. 


Cowhides Lead 


Salted cattle hides led in value and amount, 
totaling 56,680 tons worth 524,523,000 cruzeiros, 
compared with 21,223 tons valued at 133,613,000 
cruzeiros in 1946. 

Dry cattle hides, valued at 141,400,000 cruzeiros in 
1947, were next on the list. Tonnage exported was 
9,569 in 1947 compared with 3,693 in 1946. Following 
are the other main raw exports: 

Goatskins, 2,278 tons in 1947, 1,607 in 1946, worth 
respectively 141,400,000 and 39,345,000  cruzeiros. 
Sheepskins, 1,793 tons in 1947, 1,451 in 1946; worth 
45,453,000 and 44,527,000 cruzeiros respectively. 

Peccary skins, 442 tons in 1947, 539 in 1946, valued 
respectively at 24,255,000 and 34,826,000 cruzeiros, an 
important decline. Reptile skins showed an even big- 
ger drop—154 tons in 1947 from 849 in 1946, with 
value dropping to 9,576,000 cruzeiros in 1947 from 
49,330,000 in 1946. 

Other raw skins accounted for 1,474 tons in 1947 
compared to 1,874 in 1946, with value dropping to 
20,948,000 cruzeiros from 27,688,000. Some additional 
small skins were shipped. 


Pigskins Displaced 


In processed skins and hides, cattle leather and the 
like displaced pig skins as a money-getter, Tanned 


cattle hides brought in 40,760,000 cruzeiros, pig skins 
only 20,531,000, although in 1946 the respective values 
were 65,107,00 and 89,498,000 cruzciros. Tonnage de- 
creased by about one-third in both cases, somewhat 
more for pig skins. 

In prepared goatskins, reptile and other pre- 
pared skins and hides, tonnage exported in 1947 
increased to 1,117 tons, compared to 981 tons in 
1946. Values in this category, however, actually 
decreased despite the greater tonnage. 

Most of the over-all increase in exports of hides 
and skins, raw or processed, was accounted for by the 
increase in value of salted cattle hide exports, which 
was fourfold over 1946. 





CONSUL ADDRESSES FORUM 


Speaking before the Brazilian Economic 
Forum, held in New York May 5 to mark re- 
conversion of the Moore-MacCormack liner 
Brazil, J. B. Berenguer Cesar, Brazilian Con- 
sul General, declared that the new foreign 
trade licensing plan in Brazil “in no way signi- 
fies an intention to curb our trade relations, 
but is merely to insure a better distribution of 
our products and our dollars.” 

Other speakers at the Forum were Allan 
Dawson, chief of Brazilian affairs for the State 
Department, Albert V. Moore, president of 
Moore-MacCormack, and E. J. Crofoot, execu- 
tive vice-president of Blair Holding Corp., who 
presided. 
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@ PRIVATE FIRMS BID FOR ARATU GAS; INDUSTRIAL EXPANSION SEEN 


Natural gas discovered in Aratu, in the “Rec6éncavo” 
or “trough” of Bahia State is already being put to some 
commercial use and private firms have placed bids for 
114,000 of the 130,000 cubic meters of gas produced 
daily from Aratu wells. 

Eastern Brazil Railways (Viagao Ferrea Federal 
Leste Brasileiro) has put in a bid for 23,000 cubic 
meters daily, for use as a power source in electrification 
of part of its lines, to be completed in two years. 

Bahia power cooperatives affiliated with the Santa 
Luzia utilities company are already using Aratu gas 
under a temporary arrangement and have requested 
a total of 1,700 cubic meters a day. 

The Carioca Industrial Company has bid for 2,000 


cubic meters daily for operation of its plants manu- 
facturing vegetable oil products. It is now setting up 
new installations in Bahia. 

Another company in this line, Cia. Industrial da 
Bahia, will begin using Aratu gas in about nine months, 
expecting a daily consumption of 3,200 cubic meters 
the first year and about 13,500 thereafter. 

A cement manufacturing company headed by Pas- 
choal Pizano Perrone will also be established nearby, 
making use of lime deposits in Sergipe, and has put 
in a bid for about 35,000 cubic meters. 

Most concerns will not begin taking advantage of 
Aratu’ natural gas until 1950, according to present 
estimates. All bids are being gone over by the National 
Petroleum Council before acceptance. 








BOOKS ON BRAZIL: REVIEW OF BEALS, HILL AND NATIONAL LAWS 








Lands of the Dawning Tomorrow, by Carle- 


ton Beals. Bobbs Merrill, $4.00. 


In the 336 pages of his newest book, Carleton Beals 
discusses Brazil in some detail, including a reference 
to the Brazilian Government Trade Bureau on Page 
115. 

His conclusion is that Brazil, like most of Latin 
America, is expanding industrially and modernizing, 
with the aim of increasing economic independence. He 
points out Brazilian plans to help reach that goal, 
including TVA’s, and the possibilities for future de- 
velopment that result from new methods of fighting 
insects, disease and poverty. 

Since Author Beals refers to thousands of personali- 
ties and events in Brazil and Latin America, he 
naturally has mistaken his facts in various isolated 
cases. But these mistakes will be noticed by few U.S. 
readers; and the book, so far, has not been published 
in Portuguese or Spanish. 

The general tone of Lands of the Dawning Tomor- 
row is optimistic, with stress on changes for the better 
rather than on the evils that continue to exist. It is 
undoubtedly one of the most readable of all recent 
books on Latin America. 


Brazil, edited by Lawrence F. Hill, with chap- 
ters written by American and Brazilian scholars. 
University of California Press, $5.00. 

Seventh in the “United Nations Series” prepared 
by the University of California, “Brazil” is the first 
attempt to present to an English-speaking public a 
synopsis of the main currents of Brazilian history. 

Invaluable as a reference, “Brazil” is one of the most 
scholarly so far published in this field. It will give 
grounds for greater study to those who have the initial 
spark of interest in Brazil. 


From this standpoint, excellent contributions have 
been made by Brazilian writers Arthur Ramos, Mario 
de Andrade, Heitor Lyra and Luiz Corréa de Azevedo, 
among others. 

Now, for the first time, a North American can pick 
up a book and, with a little concentration, get a good 
general idea of what educated Brazilians have given 
to the world. This is no small achievement. 


Laws of Brazil, prepared by Rio de Janeiro law- 
yers and made available in English by the Inter- 
American Development Commision, Washington, 


D.C. 


This 116-page mimeographed volume contains the 
most up-to-date resume of Brazilian laws dealing with 
immigration, citizenship, corporations, mining, nego- 
tiable instruments, taxation, social legislation, indus- 
trial property, exchange control, insurance, liquida- 
tion and bankruptcy, statute of limitations and protec- 
tion of enterprise. 

“Laws of Brazil” is easily the most comprehensive 
publication of this nature in English. It is invaluable 
for U.S. firms with interests in Brazil. 





OIL COMPANIES DO WELL 


Petroleum-handling companies in Brazil, 
several of them U. S.-owned, are making a 
good rate of profit, according to a survey of 
1947 returns. 

Companies with a total capital of 300,423,- 
000 cruzeiros made profits of 478,620,000 
cruzeiros, or about 159.3 percent over capital, 
according to the survey, carried out by the 
Fundacao Getilio Vargas.

@ BRAZILIAN IMMIGRATION LAWS IN BRIEF; REQUIREMENTS ARE FEW 


The following resumé of Brazil’s immigration 
laws is taken from the booklet, Laws of Brazil, 
issued in a limited edition by the Inter-American 
Development Commission at Washington, D. C. 

To enter Brazil, a foreigner must obtain a visa is- 
sued by a Brazilian consular official. 

Visas are in general: 

a) Temporary, entitling the bearer to remain in 
the country 180 days; 

b) Permanent, granting the right to remain in 
Brazil indefinitely; 

c) Transit, given a foreigner passing through Brazil 
en route to another country and not remaining in 
Brazil more than 30 days. 


Must Be Healthy 

To obtain a temporary visa a foreigner must present 
his passport to a consular official together with proof 
of good health and means of support. 

To obtain a permanent or transit visa, a passport 
and evidence of good health is enough, except that 
foreigners over 60 not travelling with or to join their 
family must show proof of monthly income covering 
subsistence. 


Permanent visas may be issued by consular officials 
only within the limits of annual quotas, unless ad- 
mitted under a special immigration program approved 
by the government. 

Visas will not be granted to those under 14 un- 
accompanied by parents or guardians or not going to 
join them, or to those harmful to public order, national 
security or institutions. 

A foreigner over 18 must register with local authori- 
ties in Brazil within eight days after arrival. 

Anyone leaving the country for more than two 
years must revalidate such registry within eight days 
after return. 


Can Prolong Stay 


A foreigner who enters the country on a temporary 
visa may be granted an extension of stay up to six 
months. 

A foreigner registered as temporary may change his 
status to permanent if he satisfies admission require- 
ments and pays a 500-cruzeiro fee. 

Foreigners living in Brazil may be expelled or ex- 
tradited under various circumstances. Expulsion is 
formalized by presidential decree. Extradition must be 
requested through diplomatic channels. 








VACATION RESORT PLANNED

Plans for building the most attractive vacation 
center in Brazil are being worked on by the city 
fathers of the Minas Gerais town of Sao José do 
Itamonte, surrounded by rolling green hills and 
famed mineral “‘spas”’, and with a climate that has 
given the area the name of “Land of Lasting 
Spring.” 

Little known to North Americans, this section of 
the state of Minas Gerais is only five hours by car 
from Rio and for years has been a summer resort fre- 
quented by wealthy Rio families, who rush to its 75 
degree temperature and its 3,000 foot altitude when 
the summer heat hits the Carioca capital. 





From May to September, however, when U. S. 
vacations are at their height, the Cariocas scoot 
back to Rio. This is the season when the city fathers 
of Itamonte are planning to welcome U. S. tourists 
especially, although they hope to bring them there 
during our winter season, too. 

According to Miguel Girao, of American & Foreign 
Agencies, 505 Fifth Avenue, New York, who is boost- 
ing Itamonte in this country, American capital will be 
welcomed as a participant in the development plan, 
which is expected to make the spa center one of 
South America’s greatest resorts within the next few 
vears. 


@ BRAZIL INCREASES ELECTRIC POWER OUTPUT BY EIGHT PERCENT 


Output of Brazilian heavy industry declined by 
three percent in 1947 from the 1946 level, al- 
though production of electric power increased by 
eight percent, according to figures supplied by 
“Conjuntura Economica,” Rio de Janeiro eco- 
nomic review. 

Industrial output, however, was nine percent greater 
than in 1945, and production of electric power was 
up by 17 percent. 


Value Rises Some 
The calculations were on the basis of volume of pro- 


duction rather than price. Actual value of industrial 
production increased about 1.6 percent as a result of 
price rises. 

In the case of Sao Paulo, main industrial state, 
total output of industry in 1947 was worth 39 bil- 
lion cruzeiros, compared to 38.4 billion in 1946 
and 28.2 billion in 1945. 

Price rises were not general in industrial goods, as 
the textile industry especially was hit by a market de- 
cline, but the price average was considerably higher, 
“Conjuntura” reported.

New Duty Regulation 


Brazilian Customs has ruled that baggage con- 
taining new articles, whether accompanied or not, 
may be subject to payment of duties. Undeclared 
articles may be confiscated.

Big Cotton Exports 


During 1947, Brazil exported some 285,000 
tons of raw cotton—about 1,140,000 bales. Value 
was figured at about 167 million dollars.

More Sugar Exportable 


Brazil will be able to export about 160,000 tons of 
sugar in 1948, according to preliminary estimates. This 
amount will represent the surplus over domestic con- 
sumption, with total sugar production reckoned at 
1,260,000 tons.

Can Export Meat 


Brazilian President Eurico Gaspar Dutra has 
authorized the state of Rio Grande do Sul to export 
its surplus meat production to the amount of last 
year’s exports. Rice exports, however, were with- 
held until price stability takes effect.

Reward Lumber Research 


Brazil’s National Pinewood Institute will give a 
yearly prize of 10,000 cruzeiros for the best research 
on Forestry. Brazil is planning extensive exploitation 
of its forest reserves, the world’s second largest.

Await Cement Ruling 


While Brazil’s Congress is debating suggestions 
that cement be imported duty free, Customs has 
authorized that duty payments be held apart, await- 
ing possible refund if duties are eventually can- 
celled. They must be paid, however, until a decision 
is reached.

Carnauba Wax Sales 


Sales abroad of carnatba wax from the port of 
Parnaiba, Piaui, in 1947 amounted to 2,195 tons sent 
to the United States, 1,051 tons shipped to Europe, 
and 15 tons to coastwise destinations, for a total of 
3,261 tons.

British Ship Machines 


British shipments of machinery to Brazil in 1947 
amounted to the record figure of 18 million dollars, 
while British sales of iron and steel goods totaled an- 
other 2 million. 


Brazilian Plywood Liked ‘ 


U. S. importers are offering to buy Brazilian 
pine plywood, according to reports from Brazil. 
U. S. importers were also trying to get their govern- 
ment to reduce the present 40 percent ad valorem 
duty on Brazilian plywood, which has been the 
main hindrance to sales.

Mine Lead and Silver 


About 2,000 miners are employed at the Adrianopolis 
Mines in the state of Sao Paulo, with output of lead 
about five tons a day and silver production five kilos 
daily. Goal is 8,000 tons of lead and ten tons of silver 
yearly.
